‘CANNERY AT 
SUNNY POINT 
IS TOTAL LOSS 


(Ketchikan Miner) 

Word was received this morning 
at the head offices here that the 
Sunny Point cannery, at Sunny 
Point, had been totally destroyed 
by fire which broke out about one 
o’clock this morning. The blaze 
which is suppOsed to have been 
| started from an overturned lan- 
tern, swept the group of buildings, 
including the pack house where the 
season’s pack was stored, the can- 
nery prover, destroying all the 
machinery, etc., making a total 
loss estimated at about $300,000, 
by Mr. Strong, which is partly 
covered by insurance. 

Mr. Dale Hunt, manager for the 
local Sunny Point cannery, left to- 
day with supplies and materials 
for erecting temporary shelter for 
the crews who are without food, 
clothing, or shelter. 

LATER—L. M. Thayer, super- 
intendent of the cannery arrived on 
the Taku II., about noon and re- 
ported that the blaze had started 
when some oil supposed t? have run 
over several barrels outside the 
buildings, and caught fire when it 
reached a lantern and exploded. 
The watchman was refilling a bar- 
rel with oil for the engines inside 
tle cannery and itis supposed that 
the oil leaked and ran under the 
cannery, making it difficult to get 
jat and extinguish the fire. 

‘The greatest loss, however,” 
|Mr. H. C. Strong said today, 
| t‘will be the necessity for closing 
| the plant at this time. We fully 
| expected to put up nearly 50 per 
peA of our pack after this date.” 
| The fishing around Sunny Point is 
lat its prime just now, and the fish 
|are running freely. It was expected 
|that at least 30 more thousand 
| cases would be put up before the 
close of the season. 

The company estimates that 
about 35,000 cases had been put 
up so far, and that enough cans 
were on handto put up an ad- 
ditional 50,000 cases. 

The Sunny Point cannery is a 
two line cannery and is about 30 
| miles from town. The buildings 
| will all be rebuilt next spring, Mr. 
| Strong announced, It is thought 
| that some of the canned salmon 
| may be saved. It fell through the 
floor of the burned cannery and is 
lying in a steaming heap. When it 
' cools off it will be possible to see 
what part can be saved. 








The Church And State

Again, in the primary and 
grammar grades the work has 
been diluted so with fads that the 
will power has not been developed, 
and finally they fail in developing 
character. The reason ot this is 
that education is so divorced from 
religious training, whose business 
it is to develop character, that only 
the intellect is developed and not 
the character. A plea was made 
that more encouragement be given 
to the church in its work, for with- 
out it all else in education fails. 

Next Sunday evening, this 
thought will be followed up, and it 
will be shown that while state and 
church must be entirely separate, 
that the church is absolutely nec- 
essary to thestate to inspire, to 
direct and to lead. All are cor- 
dially invited.
